Currency Bill Will Be Disposed of 


in Senate on Thursday. 


CDntestfor Pr. cadence in Interest of 


Several Measures—O'tay Bill May 
Gel Consideration—The Week in. 
the Houso. 


Washington, Feb. 11. The first four 


days of the week will be given up to 
the currency bill in the Senate, and 
after that measure is disposed of, there 
will be a contest for precedence In the 
include the bills for providing forms of 
government for Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico, the Nicaragua canal bill and the 
resolution for the seating of Senator 
Quay on the appointment of the gov- 
einor of Pennsylvania. Which of these 
will take precedence remains to be de- 
termined. 


Just now there is some sharp sparr- 
ing for flist place. 


The currency bill will be voted on 


Thursdaj-, and all the time not given 
to such routine business as the intro- 
duction of bills and the presentation 
of reports and petitions, will be de- 
loted to this measure until it is acted 
upon by the 
Senate. 
Monday and 


Tuesday will be consumed with set ar- 
guments for and against the bill pre- 
pared in advance and Wednesday and 
Thursday will be devoted to speeches 
not exceeding ten minutes in dmation 
on the various amendments to the bill. 
The most important of these amend- 
ments is that offejed by the Democrats 
through Senator Jones of Arkansa 
for the free coinage of silver on terms 
of equality with gold. Following this 
numerous other changes will be sug- 
gested, but it is quite well understood 
that all of them will be voted down 
unless proposed by the committee on 
finance with which the bill originated 
The Democrats count upon getting all 
the Demociatic Pouulibtic and Silvei 
Republican votes except those of Sen- 
ators affery and Lindsay, gold Demo- 
crats for their fiee 
coiua&e amend- 


ments, but they will still fall far shoit 
of the necessary number. 
No one 


doubts the passage of the bill by 
large majority of the final vote. Sen- 
ator Aldrich sajs he counts on a ma- 
jority of 20 or 22 votes. The opposi- 
tion do not concede so manv. but ad- 
mit that the total against them is 
formidable. 


The friends of Senator Quay say they 


fully expect to be able to get considera- 
tion of the resolution in his behalf 
immediately after the financial bill is 
disposed of, but there is unquestionably 
a disposition on the part of some of 
the Republican Senators to force the 
matter over and take up either the 
Puerto Rican or the Hawaiian bill, the 
chances between these two being fav- 
orable to the Puerto Rican mcasilio. 
The indications are that the Nicaras- 
uan canal bill will be postponed until 
after the 
Hay-Pauncefote tieaty is 


acted upon by the committee on foreign 
relations though Senator Morgan says 
he will ask for the consideration of tho 
bill at the earliest onoortnnity.

As I reflect upon it, I should wonder 


that she looked [with such stony in- 
credulity upon the whole business.wera 
it not easy for all of us to resist the 
best testimony ot eye-witnesses to out- 
of-the-way happenings near at hand, 
while accepting 'any amount of the 
marvelous at a distance, or in antiqui- 
ty. "There werelgianta in those days,' 
but of course there are none now. Not 
a soul of us would believe in a Cath- 
olic miracle if all the priests of 
the 


church testified tb it, but we either be- 
lieve, or half believe, or think that 
possibly we ought to 
believe, that 


Jesus walked on! the water and, per- 
haps that the devil set him upon a 
pinacle of the temple. 


My mother did not believe In 
the 


Hydesvllle manifestations, but she did 
believe that very similar things could 
happen, and had happened a genera- 
tion earlier among her own relatives. 
She had often told me of one Katie 
Shaw of unsavory reputation who could 
cause dishes to fall from the shelves 
into indiscriminate 
ruins 
without 


touching them, or even being in tbo 
same apartment.| There had been other 
disreputable persons 
of the 
female 


sex married into {the family connection, 
—none Tarn happy to say in the direct 
line of ancestry,-r-wLo had an uncanny 
power. There was one,—and my moth- 
er had seen 
her,—who maliciously 


bothered the farmers' wives at their 
dairy work; 
she bewitched 
their 


cream, so that they churned hours to 
no purpose, until some courageous 
house-wife threw a hot iron into her 
church, when th|e butter came imme- 
diately. This collateral ancestress of 
mine carried the marks of that 
hot 


Iron to her grave. Did my mother be- 
lieve these things? She did not doubt 
them a particle. | 


Naturally, I suppose these stories 


were true at a time when I took my 
other nursery tales in good faith; but 
there came a day when I began to 
think that my jmother, wise as she 
surely was upon 'practical matters, was 
a grain superstititious when it came to 
the supernatural. I arrived 
at the 


conclusion that all mundane effects 
must have a genuinely mundane cause; 
I dismissed the] supernatural utterly 
from my thought of this world's affairs 
and I thought I had gained something 
in enlightenment beyond the creed in- 
herited from myj mother. 


This conviction endured some hard 


knocks and persisted a 
good many 


years.

ever 
had J with 
"Spiritual- 


Ism." I was sent to Ithaca, N. Y., in 
the early days, of our church there lo- 
cated. No one 'In that region had ever 
spoken a pleasant word'of Unitarian- 
ism, or heard one. Spiritualism had 
gone before us, j and the spiritualists 
were the only open-minded persons in 
that community;—the only 
persons, 


that is, who could be persuaded 
to 


listen to a Unitarian sermon. The lit- 
tle congregation', 
gathered 
by Dr. 


Bellows, Dr. Peabody, and the like, 
was a nest of Spiritualists. 


They had the .kindness to think fa- 


vorably of me as far as I knew or 
had gone on the way of truth, and they 
were pleased to say that if they could 
make a Spiritualist of me, I would be 
fairly prepared for the ministry. 
A 


seance was arranged for my conver- 
sion, and at that sitting a person who 
claimed to be my. mother appeared, not 
to me, but to the eyes of a lady pres- 
ent. The lady described tbe apparition 
minutely, but I jdld not ij| the least 
recognize the figure, besides my mother 
was then living and could not, I then 
thought, very well have been present. 


Years afterward. In Dedham, Mass., 


I had a New York family as summer 
parishioners. They were ot old Ded- 
ham lineage, and they burled their 
dead in our village cemetary. 
It was 


a large family and they came often on 
these sad expeditions. After an Inter- 
ment, they allowed no time to go to 
waste until they (had visited a medium 
In Boston and received news from'the 
departed. They]never failed to get 
lmmedlate>and satisfactory results. 1 
had no reason to) doubt their statement 
of facts; on the j contrary, I had good 
reason tb believe what they told me. 
And they told me some things which, 
If one had a particle of faith, 
were 


convincing. That la, they convinced 
you of something. If you did not quite 
know of what. One of the daughters 
had married a New York merchant 
whose father, an Invalid, yved 
with 


his -wife In Paris. The family were 
prepared at any {time to hear that the 
gentleman had passed away. Finally 
they received a communication through 
a medium, that the wife, whom they 
supposed perfectly well, had died sud- 
denly. They 'said "You mean Mr. So- 
and-so." "No," persisted the medium; 
"It Is Mrs. So-and-So," and strange 
to say, so It was. 


I do not so distinctly remember other 


stories told by these unquestioning be- 
lievers; but there were many of them. 
They did not convert me, but they 
greatly disquieted me. Later, I read 
Robert Dale Owen's "Footfalls on the 
Borders ot Another World," which la 
a good book, to read, because there 
need.be no doubt that Mr. Owen means 
to speak the train. 
•. 
One of the incidents in this book, 
which Is sufficiently attested to' be 
credible. If we are to believe anything 
—-TB, to that c*a rescue

No one was to be seen: Looking upon- 
the. 
slate they saw written. "Sail to 


the nor' west." Omitting many de- 
tails, It Is enough to say that 
the 


ship was headed about and sailed to 
the northwest, when In due time a ves- 
sel was found frozen into the ice, 
and crew and passengers were 
res- 


cued. Among the passengers was a 
man who answered perfectly to the ap- 
parition seen by the mate, who wrote 
on the other side of slate the 
same 


words so near like the writing of the 
apparition that they 
were indistin- 


guishable, and who was as much sur- 
prised by the tale told by the res- 
curers as any one on hoard. He was 
in a deep sleep at the time of the cp- 
parition, and woke up saying help was 
near at hand. There is quite a re- 
markable case of apparition of a liv- 
ing 
person 
related 
in Prof. Wil- 


liam James' Psychology. Such incidents 
do not prove Immortality, but 
they 


go far to prove the separability from 
the body ot something endowed with 
a good deal of Intelligence, very like 
what we call a soul. 


Mr. Owen gives a number of 
in- 


stances of apparitions of the dying or 
recent dead, to friends at a distance, — 
instances which seem to be adequately 
supported by testimony, unless, as is 
possible, 
we 
take 
the 
position 


that 
no 
testimony 
to 
such 


uncanny 
events 
is adequate. The 


effect upon me of reading Mr. Owen,'3 
book was' a partial conviction, or a re- 
luctant admission that the things ap- 
pear to be true. I have an Easter ser- 
mon written many years ago, in which 
I acknowledge that the evidence for 
the re-appearance "of departed spirits 
seems to me worthy o£ belief and prac- 
tically impossible to escape. 


But one extreme follows 
another, 


ahd from this bold confession of faith, 
I naturally dropped back into cold 
and incredulous skepticism. 
My last 


lingering gleam of faith went out in 
night when Mr. Jt/oart 
Dafc 
Owen 


himself, In the Katie King episode, af- 
ter publishing a simple-hearted, con- 
fident account of an appaient material- 
ization, was obliged to confess that the 
shadow v spirit whos^ gradual emer- 
gence Into bodily and visible form he 
had been witnessing ut a distance in a 
darkened room, had turned out to be 
on nearer approach no other than the 
substantial form of the medium her- 
self. 


Here I was able to rest the case, 


until the Society for Psychical 
Re- 


search appealed, 
and 
under 
what 


seemed to be caieful tests, presented a 
new anay of facts, such as go far to 
stagger even skepticism itself. 


Many of you I . doubt not 
could 


parallel my own experience, but as only 
one of us could 
tell 
this 
com- 


mon experience, 
and 
all 
of

perhaps

told, 1 have made my confession for 
the general benefit. 


I can spare myself and you the neces- 


sity of making l«ngthy extracts from 
the book of Dr. Savage, because some 
of you have read it, and the rest of 
you are sure to read it if you have 
much Interest in its subject. 


Dr. Savage's experience has been 


veiy different from my own, and the 
difference dates back to the days of 
childhood memories. While he was a 
mere school bo> in Norridgewock, the 
tables in more than one house of his 
acquaintance, tipped, danced about the 
room, and ga\e responses. He was 
himself a "seEsative," or a "psychic," 
or a person of "mediumistic" power, 
and a table in his own home would 
move under his hand and answer his 
questions. He had only to touch the 
table lightly and it would follow him 
quite across the i oom. 


One thing he confesses, was driven 


into his consciousness by these ex- 
peiiences. namely: "that some force 
was in action other than that which 
we ordinarily call muscular". Thus a 
very advanced position was early won, 
a position % hich some of us even in 
our old age have scarcely attained. 


In his later life. Dr. Savage has seen 


a gay party dispersed in terror from a 
table around- which they were sitting, 
"while objects in different parts of the 
house, up stairs and down, were flung 
about by some force that none of the 
people present could comprehend " It 
appears to be possible that my mother's 
nursery tale about her distinguished 
relative, Katie Shaw, may have been 
true after all. 


Dr Savage has seen a chair lifted, 


carried across the room, and leaned 
against a table, in broad day, no one 
being wiUiln many feet of it. He has 
seen and heard an accordian played. 
Insulated In a wicker basket. He took 
the Instrument In his hand, and it was 
nearly wrenched from his grasp. "It 
was," he says "a real struggle as 
though a visible man had been at- 
tempting to take it away from me." 


He relates two very interesting cases 


of apparation of the dead to the dying, 
under circumstances which certainly 
make the reality of the apparation the 
simplest explanation. He gives sever- 
al other incidents of great interest, and 
knowing Dr. Savage aa I do. I have not 
the smallest doubt they appeared to 
happen precisely as he states them. 


What are we going to do with these 


phenomenaand much more of the same 
kind, attested by persons who have a 
measure of intelligence and who do not 
lie? 


We can say as perhaps we have long 


said, that we do not know either what 
the facts really' are or what they mean; 
and In so doing, I think we shall speak 
the exact truth. We do not know pos- 
itively; but a perfectly neutral attitude 
is difficult to hold. You can school 
yourself to balance your mind upon a 
hair for a certain time, but in tbe end 
that attitude will be difficult, and yon 
will find that you incline to descend 
upon one side or the other. For my- 
self, I incline to accept the facts, not 
only as apparent but as real, though I 
have never experienced any of them, 
and most of them I had rather not. 


Furthermore, I find myself Inclining 


to accept the spiritualist's explanation. 
Dr. Savage who believes about a thou- 
sand times more than I do, disclaims 
being a "Spiritualist." He had better, 
or we should surely mistake him for 
one. On the contrary, I am so weak in 
the faith that no one would suspect me 
of being a Spiritualist unless I made 
an open confession. Without a blush, 
I therefore acknowledge myself to be a 
Spiritualist; that is I am more that 
way than the other way. I think that 
today tbe balance ot evidence is on that 
side. Like the father of that boy with 
a dumb spirit, I say, "Lord I believe; 
help thou mine unbelief." 


But some of you who are skeptically 
Inclined may ask If It Is not conceiva- 
ble that the facts will admit of a dif- 
ferent explanation. As our friend 
Ham- 
let remarks, "ay there's the rub." Dr. 
Savage has himself sali that we as yet 
know next to nothing of the possibili- 
ties of the human mind, and we know 
even less of the possibilities of what 
we call matter. He has a chapter In 
which he shows how our ordinary ar- 
feuments for immortality leave us a lit- 
tle short ot certainity; I am tree to soy 
that It we were, sure fbat a chair was 
carried across the room by a disem- 
bodied spirit, .that kind ot argument 
Vould give' certaaitfC but war-It so 
cftrHedT Tne 'sceptical has- hta doubt 
still unremoved, thcnigli^ph»iw?rem»m. 


her that I am a believer as I have al- 
ready confessed. 
Dr. Savage Is much more interested 


In this matter than I am. 
I believe 


that the hope of immortality has its 
value, bub-one does not want to know 
too much about the matter. It is bet- 
ter not to think you know It all. 
I hope 


the world has been greatly benefited 
by Its belief in the hereafter, but It 
has paid dearly for its blessing. 
Until 


the 19th century there have been very 
few In any generation to whom the 
Hereafter has not been a. terror. Words- 
worth says, "The world is too much 
with us," but surely the "other world" 
has often been foo much with us. What 
Dr. Martineau has well named "other- 
worldliness" has been a. disease of re- 
ligion. Dr. Savage speaks slightingly 
of Thoreau's maxim, "One world at a 
time," but no more religiously healthy 
maxim was ever given. 


Dr Savage Informs us that he took 


up his investigations 
that he might 


have eomethlng with which to satisfy 
broken hearts that came to him for 
consolation. The broken hearts that I 
have encountered are not of a kind to 
be satisfied at all. They feel like Low- 
ell over his dead bady. 
"Immortal? I feel it, I know it 


Who doubts it of such as she? 


But that Is the pang's very secret- 


Immortal away from me. 


Communion of spirit? Forgive me, 


But I, who am earthy and weak, 


Would give all my incomes from 


dreamland 


For a touch of her hand on my cheek." 


I suppose I am very unfeeling, but 


Dr. Savage would have given his brok- 
en hearts as much comfort if he had 
tried to take their minds away from 
their trouble as he did by sitting down 
with them with a slate or a planchette, 
probing the tender sore and keeping 
open the bleeding wound. 
There are 


some things which it is good to let 
alone, and one of these is cutting sor- 
row. 


If you are in grief let this means of 


alleviation alone. 
You 
are morbid 


enough already. If you are not in grief 
but merely curious, then surely let it 
alone, for several good reasons. 


One is that you can be better em- 


ployed. You are not likely to get more 
out of it than has already" been ob- 
tained, namely, that there is very likely 
something in it You are presumal-ly 
not a born detective, and your results 
will hardly be of value to the woild 
and may easily mislead yourself. Do 
not try to take up the role of an orig- 
inal investigator, unless you have been 
trained to it. There are few things 
that I should regret more than to have 
an epidemic of sitting around tables 
waiting for supernatural manifestations 
sweep over the community. Whist par- 
ties are more intellectual, more health- 
ful mentally, more physically healthful, 
and eveiy way better. 


Personally I may be allowed to say 


that I quite prefer to know the de- 
parted as tender memories. I shrink a 
little from their 
visible, audible or 


tangible contact. More 
than one of 


them I should have been glad to have 
kept uith me if tliey coukl have been 
spared to me, but now that they have 
gone hence I hope they will not talie 
it amiss if I say I much prc'.er that

I am made uncomfortable by the pos-

match and burn the house in which in

spirits committed? Who knows that ya 
whole army of 
spirits nio not today 


fighting valliantly and

Why not the Duke 
of Alva, or Cortez or Pizzazro0 Who 
shot 
Mr. 
Goebel 
of 
Kentucky? 


Why not one of the victims of his own 
pistol? Who killed LeBarron In the 
Dexter bank9 Had he no enemy in the 
other world? Who wrote the Janius 
letters that have never been success- 
fully traced to any earthly 
source? 


Who masqueraded in the "Iron Mask" 
and kept his secret beyond discovery? 
Surely, we are at the mercy of these 
creatures. Human science ib a delusion 
and a snare. We thought that two and 
two would always make four; 
strange 


to say, here are three or five, and we 
cannot make it otherwise. We thought 
that one would reap what he sows, but 
what if the spirits blight our seed and 
sow tares? I much prefer that things 
called spirits should not have so much 
physical potency. I do n<ft desire to 
find my dishes broken when I get home 
nor my books and manuscript hidden 
where I cannot find them. 


But there is some consolation. I have 


lost money 
in my day and I have 


charged it to my carelessness or stu- 
pidity. I shall give myself the benefit 
of supposing that a malignant spirit 
has abstracted It from my purse, or fal- 
sified my accounts, or upset my specu- 
lations. I often lose my spectacles; 
but bow can anyone ever say where he 
may find his spectacles? The old kind 
of world was sufficiently confused; but 
the world we are now in has no cer- 
tainties. I cannot say that I like It bet- 
ter; but I am a new convert and not 
to manner born. 


AH the things above mentioned ap- 


pear to be possible In this new heaven 
and new earth to which Dr. Savage's 
book seems to give us a kind of chart. 
It will not hurt you to read the book 
If yon are Ir fair health, and if you

the garrisons. 


Scarcely any of the inhabitants return 
to their homes. They are camping In 
the interior and it is supposed armed 
insurgents prevent them going back. It 
is reported that there is much suffering 
among them owing to lack of food. As 
a result of these conditions the hemp 
business in that section Is 
seriously 


hindered and ships going for cargoes 
are compelled to take gangs of coolies 
to do their loading. Hemp held in the 
interior is quite inaccessible. 


Col. 
Bell will take two regiments

Declared Guilty. 


After a most sensational trial, Ro- 


land B. Molmen\ [has been found guilty 
of murder in the first degree. Tbe trial 
has- extended o,ver thirteen weeks, 
twelve days being exhausted in the se- 
lection of a jnry.j The prosecution in- 
troduced ninety-six witnesses, but the 
defense offered no evidence. The jury 
deliberated on the case for nearly eight 
hours before a verdict was reached.

Report of State Treasurer. 


We publish this morning the report 


of State Treasurer Simpson, and his 
statement of the financial condition of 
Maine TV ill be read with interest 
In 


addition to the mere statistical feat- 
ures the report contains some inter- 
esting and pertinent facts. For in- 
stance, it appcat s that the wild lauds 
which have been a subject of contro- 
versy, pay $2.75 on each $1,000 of val- 
uation, as compared with $1.59 1-5 for 
the cities and C8 4-5 cents for the towns. 
No cits' in the State receives as much 
school money as it pays tax, but, on the 
other hand, 237 towns and plantations, 
or 47 2-3 per cent, of the whole number 
in the State, get back more money than 
they pay out. These are questions that 
should be given due consideration when 
ihe subject of taxation is under discus- 
lion.' 


Effect of the Peace Treaty. 
The New York Tribune says: The 


convention agreed upon at the peace 
congress held at The Hague last year 
has at last been ratified by the United 
States Senate, and'the United States is 
therefore a party to it. The interesting 
question now arises. What privileges 
are conferred and what duties are im- 
posed by it upon this coflntry in its 
general relations to the wor^d and its 
particular relations to whatever wars 
or controversies may now be in exist- 
ence? 


The fundamental fact is that it is a 


convention for peace and not for mere 
meddling. It makes every nation under 
it free to offer mediation between any 
other two nations under It which may 
be at war or in danger of war with each 
other, and such an offer Is never to be 
deemed an unfriendly act But no na- 
tion is required to make such an offer. 
If any shall do so it must be at its 
own volition, according to its own dis- 
cretion and because it deems that cir- 
cumstances make suctf action ap- 
propriate. 
Moreover, if the offer be 


made, the duties of the would-be medi- 
ator cease automatically 
the instant 


either of toe contentious powers de- 
ctines it. If the United States is under 
no legal or moral obligation, therefore 
to make any offer of mediation between 
any two powers In the world. It may, 
indeed, well be arguep that it is prac- 
tically restrained from1, so doing if 
either of the powers has in advance 
declared that it would not accept such 
an offer. 


It is further to be observed that the 


convention applies only to the powers 
which are parties to It. That is indicat- 
|ed by the words of the document itself. 
Certainly such is the case in respect to 
the one compulsory provision, namely, 
the obligation or duty as the conven- 
tion -calls It, to remind quarrelling pow- 
ers that the permanent court of arbi- 
tration is open to fbem. 
Article 


XXVII declares that it shall be the duty 
of the signatory powers to offer such a 
reminder. 
But when? Only when a 


conflict "threatens to break out be- 
tween two or more of them." The ob- 
ligation .does not extend to non-signa- 
tory powers. That, we may take it, is 
a reason why no power has offered. 
any such reminder In the ease of the 
present war in South Africa. Only one 
of tine parties to tlhnit war is a party 
to the convention. The Transvaal was 
not represented at The Hague. , We 
neei scarcely enter Into a discussion 
of tiie causes -of the non-sartkipation 
In the Congress. It to pertinent to note, 
however, that Bulgaria, a much more 
important state, and one having more 
diplomatic recognition of Its eover- 
.elgBty, was admitted to the Congress 
only as n vassal of Turkey, which, ot 
course, it technically is. It may, there- 
fore, be assumed that the | powers 
deemed the Transvaal entitled to ad- 
mission only as a vassal or dependent 
of Great Britain, -and tbe Transvaal, 
being unwilling to Uk« such rank,' was 
consequently excluded. 


So H comes to this: That neither the 


United States nor any oOer power is 
•muter any obligations to c*«r media- 
tion. ln;«nr cane. Generally speaking, 
the powers are under an obligation to 


enee at the court ot •rbitraUon. 'but 
only when both the dlwntante bwdg-

The pigeon post established at Lady 


smith and Durban for carrying war 
messages has been such a success that 
special appropriations for increasing 
the'service will be recommended at the 
wan office. A good deal of this success 
of the pigeon service Is due to 
the 


skill and energy of Colonel Hassard of 
the Royal Engineers, who has spent 
yeais in qigeon culturo for just this 
sort of an emergency, and he ^has dem- 
onstrated the fitness ot the birds for 
war purposes. Colonel Hassard who 
was stationed at the Cape before hos- 
tilities broke out systematically trained 
his! pigeons for currying messages 
acrosstthe rough, mountainous lands 
and his various pigeon posts were of 
the greatest value In keeping the home 
offtce apprised of the exact condition ol 
th^ army. 


JJeaily every civilized government 


now has carrier-pigeons connected with 
both their war and navy departments 
France has entered into pigeon cnltun 
more extensively than any other Euro 
pean power, and it is roughly estimated 
that there are. 250.000 pigeons in tha 
country trained for war emergencies 
The main pigeon loft or trainlne station 
is at Chalons, where several thousand 
birds are kept all the time. Ev< ly iron 
tier post and fortress has similar lofts 
and three times a week regular com 
munication is kept up between thea 
places by means of the pigeons. Thi 
pigeon post in constant practice.

Mrs. George C. Frye who knew Miss 


Dix well stated before the State Federa 
tlon of Women's Clubs recently, tha 
Miss Dix was instrumental in raisini 
three millions of dollars for human' 
purpose. 


Gen. John A. Dix, though In no way 


related to Miss Dix, yet always address 
ed 
her as sister, said of Miss Dix 


'There is no record like hers, I do no 
except John Howard or Elizabeth Frye 
and it is due to our country to give a 
faithful acoount-of the labors of her 
life." All the world is loud today in 
Its praise of the self sacrificing act oi 
Lady Henry Somerset who not only 
gave her son. her only child to her 
country in its hour of need but also

Ga., one of the most famous of the ex- 
Confederate commanders, lectured in 
Bangor last year for the benefit of the

etery under the auspices of the Ban- 
gor G. A. K. potts, he was heaid by a 
large and intensely mteresteJ audience, , 
the members of which expressed ad- I 
miration for the eloquence of the ora- 
tor end received a most realistic en- 
teitainmg and instructive picture of 
the last dr.ys of the Confederacy. It was 
therefore but natural that when Gen. 
Gordon came here on Saturday for a 
companion lecture on "The First Days 
of the Confederacy," for the same most 
worthy object and under the same aus- 
pices, he should have another large and 
highly interested assemblage of repre- 
sentative people to hear him. 


The lecture was given in C.ty Hall 


and as was expected held the undivided 
interest and 
attention of t!'e many 


hearers for an hour and a half, and was 
frequently punctuated with applause.

The South maintained that the Union 


which was formed under the Consti- 
tution was one of consent and not of 
force: that the States made the Union 
and tl.at they were poveieign and free. 
The Noith acsfitcd that the Union was 
meant to be perpetual and for the good 
of all that tho povereiciity was a unit 
nnd oould not be divic'ot!. and that the 
life of American liberty was the life o! 
the Union. 


These were the opinions of the peo- 


ple of both sn!es and thej were main- 
tained by sui-li strong aiguments that 
they became ingi allied into the fibre 
of. the people. 


Sectional hate was crystalized into 


sectional bullets anJ the war came on, 
theie being no power to avert it.

was God's way of settling it.

was a sea of passion before a gun was 
filed and the timbers of the republic 
were ready to break in the ground- 
swell of hatred. 


The great war agitators on both sides
